Gellman and Rabbi Cohen 
agreed that Israel had only an 
infinitesimal percentage of non- 
Orthodox Jews. 

“THERE ARE no Reform Tem- 

ples or Conservative synagogues 
in Israel,” Gellman said. “If 
there were enough Jews who 
wanted such places to worship, 
surely they would band together 
and build them.”

“Kosher Butchers Doomed” agi- 
tated me to voice my opinion, 
through your columns, upon this 
most aggravating problem of 
long standing in Jewish tradi- 
tional life. 

The kosher meat market has 
disgraced itself by its mercenary, 
arbitrary merchandising, by its 
sloopy operation, by lack of re- 
gard for its customers, by lack 
of cleanliness, by uncouth man- 
ners (with apologies to the ex- 
ceptional few). 

Because of the dictates of tra- 
dition, the Jewish housewife was 
long suffering, and continued to 
suport such slip-shod operation 
(our home included). 

A new generation arose who 
emphasize and demand civility, 
mutual respect. They scan the 
daily newspaper ads, compare 
quality, prices and other induce- 
ments, shop in supermarkets with

FEW OF THE new generation 
are willing to sacrific and econ- 
omize for the sake of tradition. 
The blame for this putrid situa- 
tion lies with our mashgihm 
(guardians of kashrut) who 
closed their eyes to a faulty op- 
eration. 

Kashrut being of major im- 
portance in_ traditionally ob-

Until we witnessed the Ameri- 
can debut last week in New York 
of Inbal, the National Dance 
Theater of Israel, it was beyond 
our immagination to suppose that 
the human body could disport 
itself in so many diverse and 
artistic ways as those we saw or 
that such pleasure as was ours 
could be derived from so simple 
a marriage as folk dancing, 
voice and native instruments. . 

Inbal, which has been brought 
to the United States by Sol 
Hurok under auspices of the 
America-Israel Cultural Founda- 
tion, will soon end its New York 
engagement and embark on a na- 
tional tour.

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Don’t Be Over-Sensitive When Novel Portrays Jew 
In Bad Light, Best-Seller Author Kaufmann Declares

pe Pn (NJP) — American 
Jewry should not be over-sensi- 
tive when an author presents a 
Jewish character in his novel in 
an unfavorable light. 

“NONE OF US is perfect and 
it’s a fallacy to believe that a 
Jewish character who is imper- 
fect is going to be harmful to 
us,” declared Myron S. Kauf- 
mann, formerly of Belmont, a 
Boston suburb. 

Kaufmann, now a reporter for 
the Associated Press in New 
York, is the author of one of 
the nation’s current best-sellers, 
“Remember Me To God,” an ab- 
sorbing story revolving around 
the Amsterdam family and young 
Richard’s desperate yearnings to 
transcend his heritage and be 
accepted by his blue - blooded 
Yankee classmates at Harvard. 

Although now living in New 
York, Kaufmann considers him- 
self a temporarily displaced Bos- 
tonian and would like to return 
to the Boston area when he 
settles down. All of his grand- 
parents were in Boston by 1884 
and his mother and grandmother 
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were born on Salem Street, just 
a few doors from Old North 
Church. 


“MANY FAMOUS authors 
have written books about their 
own countrymen with unreput- 
able characters, yet readers don’t 
regard these failings as being 
peculiar to that nationality,” he 
explained. “They think of them 
merely as human failings.” 

Kaufmann, graying slightly at 
the temples, but looking other- 
wise like an upperclassman at 
his alma mater, Harvard, pointed 
out that Thackeray in his great 
novel “Vanity Fair,” wrote about 
Englishmen who were snobbish 
and disloyal. 

Mark Twain in his “Huckle- 
berry Finn” story _ similarly 
showed up the worst qualities 
of Mississippi folks and his char- 
acters were accepted as human 
beings with human weaknesses, 
added Kaufmann in a slow, con- 
sidered tone. 


“IT’S A MISTAKE for Amer- 
ican Jewry to assume that if a 
Jewish author writes similarly 
about certain American Jewish 
characters in a book that it will 





be bad for us,” he declared. 

“Writing honest characteriza- 
tions will be just as good for 
the Jewish community as “Van- 
ity Fair” has been for England 
and “Huckleberry Finn” for the 
United States. 

“If we write only about Jew- 
ish citizens who are perfect, the 
average reader will lose faith in 
the book and won't be willing to 
believe or accept the story. That 
will do us no good whatsoever,” 
said Kaufmann emphatically. 

American Jewry should not 
show apprehension at unfavor- 
able Jewish characters because 
the average non-Jewish reader 
evaluates the situation correctly 





and regards the individual por- 
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trayed simply as another human 
being. 


“SUCH WRITING tends to 
make friends, not enemies for 
us,” asserted Kaufmann, con- 
servatively attired in a _ soft, 
dark sport jacket, button-down 
collared shirt and black tie 
with tiny stripes of red and 
white. 

Although he was not in favor 
of such books as “What Makes 
Sammy Run” and “Stone for 
Danny Fisher,” he was opposed 
to the idea of attempting to sup- 


press them or limit their cir- 
culation in any way. 
The youthful author’ spoke 


out strongly on behalf of Her- 
man Wouk and “Marjorie Morn- 
ingstar,” saying that some Jew- 
ish community criticism of the 
book was unwarranted. He felt 
that remarks about the uncle 
with the accent and the fact 
that he permitted a Jewish girl 
to have an affair are not legi- 
timate reasons for criticism. 

Kaufmann, however, did criti- 
cize Wouk on the fact that his 
heroine, Marjorie, about mid- 
way through the book could 
have been a Protestant or Cath- 
olic girl, as easily as a Jewish 
young lady. 

“Somewhere in the middle of 
his writing, Wouk changed his 
mind about his principal char- 
acter,” he said, 


IN DISCUSSING his own book, 
Kaufmann cited two of his char- 
acters, Adam Amsterdam, the 
father, and his daughter, Doro- 
thy, as people readers became 
close to. For non-Jewish readers, 
it was as though they were be- 
friending some Jewish people, 
he said. 

The author emphasized that 
most non-Jewish readers. of 
“Remember Me to God,” identi- 
fied themselves with members 
of the Amsterdam family other 
than Richard, the main char- 
acter. 

“These people want Richard 
to appreciate his family anc they 
take a distinctly Jewish point 
of view toward him by sym- 
pathizing with and understand- 
ing the parents,’ he declared. 


“SUCH A RELATIONSHIP 
helps to being the Jewish point 
of view to the non-Jewish reader. 


|} It is as though we take the non- 


Jewish reader right into the 
inner circle of every day living 
of a Jewish family.” 

Various groups, such as South- 
erners, the Irish, the New Eng- 
land Yankees, all have had their 
cycle in literature, stated Kauf- 
mann. Now, he added, the spot- 
light is falling on Jewish and 
Negro living in the American 
community. 

“We must not 
can Jewish writers by 
ing perfection in their charac- 
ters. They must be given the 
same freedom to write about 
Jews—their attributes and fail- 
ings as human beings—just as 
Mark Twain and _ Thackeray 
were permitted to do,” he said. 

“Remember Me to God” is 
purely fictional and is not based 
on any actual events, declared 
Kaufmann, although a number 
of Bostonians say they see great 
similarities between Temple Is- 
rael and several of its rabbis 
and the temple and the rabbis 
described in the book.

IT IS REASONABLE to as- 
sume that most Americans are 
aware that on Feb. 22 they will 
be celebrating the birthday of a 
man who could not tell a lie—one 
George Washington.

one Abe Attell. 

Although four more than thé 
alloted three score and ten of 
Mr. Attell’s birthdays have 
passed without comment from 
this corner, it seems appropriate 
that the diamond, or 75th, be 
noted. 

After all, Abe Attell is the old- 
est living boxing champion. 


ATTELL, BORN in San Fran- 
cisco in 1883, threw his first 
punch almost as soon as he could 
walk. Just before the turn of the 
century, at 17, he switched from 
street fighting and amateur con- 
tests to punching for pay. 

In his first professional fight, 
a draw with Jockey Bozeman, 
he earned the then magnificent 
sum of $100. There was no turn- 
ing back after that—boxing and 
money were in his blood and he 
pursued the one until his legs 
gave out and the other until his 
retirement from tavern keeping. 

Abe’s first significant victory 
was over Jack Dempsey—no, not 
the Manassa Mauler, but a 
featherweight forerunner who 
succumbed to Attell in 20 rounds. 

The Dempsey fight put Abe into 
a four-man tournament for the

in February 





vacant featherweight crown. At- 
tell successively met and de- 
feated Tommy Feltz, Harry 
Forbes and George Dixon. 


HIS VICTORY over Dixon in 
1908 seated him on the feather- 
weight throne. But it wasn’t the 
biggest of the 365 fights he par- 
ticipated in during his long 
career, He has always considered 
his triumph over Battling Nelson 
as his masterpiece. 

Actually the record books say 
that the 1908 fight between Nel- 
son and Attell in San Francisco 
was a draw. But Abe claims 
he was_ awarded the decision. 

It’s difficult to dispute the 
point. After al’, he was there. 

The biggest purse of Attell’s 
career was the $15,500 received, 
incidentally, on another birth- 
day, his 29th.

ATTELL’S LAST fight came 
a year later, in 1913. He won, but 
realizing his legs were no longer 
equal to transporting his flailing 
arms, decided to retire. 

His fighting record is Impres- 
sive. In 365 bouts he was defeated 
only six times. He was never 
knockeg out. 

His post-retirement career for 
the next several years could best 
be described as checkered. He 
was involved as a major figure 
in baseball’s Black Sox scandal 
in association with gambler 
Arnold Rothstein,

straightened out his affairs and 
her direction of a prosperous 
New York East Side tavern 
eventually made it possible for 
Abe to retire and enjoy the 
memory of his salad days.

We recall the strikes two years 
ago by engineers, doctors, civil 
servants, and the signs point 
ominously to another energetic 
demonstration by the profession- 
als. Last time the professionals 
got a pay raise, it was followed 
by an across the board raise for 
everybody else in the country. 
The consequent rise in the cost 
of living negated the value of 
the original raise, and in some 
cases left the professionals worse 
off. Where is the stimulus to 
study, where. is the reward for 
initiative and _ enterprise, 


professor, or a ditch digger 
almost as much as an engineer? 
they ask. This problem has not 
yet been solved.

Charney, of Logan Square Con- 
gregation, and Leonard Mervis, 
of Oak Park Temple, with Henry 
H. Mamet as executive director. 

The organization is partly the 





outgrowth of a radio-TV work- 
shop clinie which was conducted 
by station WGN-TV here for 
about 70 rabbis last December, 

In addition to representing Chi- 
cago Judaism, the commission is 
to work with Rev. John S. Bana- 
han, secretary for radio-TV ma- 
terial, Roman Catholic archdio- 
cese of Chicago, and Miss Pearl 
Rosser, executive secretary of 
the church federation of Greater 
Chicago, 

It will have financial support 
from the Jewish welfare fund 
and various participating groups 
and foundations, Headquarters

WE'RE PLEASED to print the views (NJP, Jan. 17) 
of Dr. David Allman, president of the American Medical 
Association, to the effect that charges of discrimination 
against Jewish applicants for admission to United States 
medical schools are “without foundation.” 

This most certainly is a devoutly to-be-wished-for 
eventuality. 

Even though Dr. Allman says flatly that he has in- 
vestigated stories of quota systems against Jews, we be- 
lieve that we must rely on the facts as revealed by our 
national Jewish defense agencies. 

So far, all of the reports from these organizations have 
indicated clearly that such discrimination against Jews 
does exist. 

Even so short a time ago as last year, a survey made 
of medical school admission practices in the Philadelphia 
area, clearly revealed that Jewish applicants were rejected 
while non-Jewish applicants with inferior scholastic rec- 
ords were accepted. 

The excuse that these Jewish applicants showed per- 
sonality and other traits that might not be desirable is an 
old one, and could account for some of the cases of dis- 
crimination. But this is usuaily evasion on the part of the 
schools who do have quotas for Jewish admissions. 

The position taken by this editorial is not one unknown 
to Dr. Allman. But in view of the divergence of views 
between him and the Jewish civic defense agencies like 
the Anti-Defamation League of B’nai B’rith, the American 
Jewish Committee and the American Jewish Congress, it 
would seem-that there would have been some discussions 
between the agencies and the president of the AMA. 


So we ask, why hasn’t there been? 


IT IS UP TO YOU 


WE RECENTLY COUNTED the number of students 
of a large midwestern university with a Jewish enrollment 
of 1,500 who were at Friday evening Hillel services. In the 
chapel which seats perhaps 50, there were 24 undergradu- 
ates, male and female. 

This may or may not be a poor showing when com- 
pared with the percentage of Jews throughout the United 
States who attend services. 

Following services, there was to be a talk by an out- 
standing authority on an interesting Jewish subject. The 
attendance, no doubt, was larger. 

Rabbi Harry Kaplan, a pioneer Hillel director, whose 
post is at Ohio State University, is quoted by Robert Gam- 
zey, editor of the Intermountain Jewish News, as listing 
a number of by-products of the establishment of Hillel 
Foundations on our campuses. 


AS TO THE CENTRAL IDEA which brought about the 


Hillel foundations, which is nothing more or less than the 
same need for the synagogue, a place of worship, Hillel is 
no more successful today than is the synagogue. 

In the synagogue today, the thriving aspects are still 
not that of worship. It may be the women’s auxiliary, or 
the Sunday School, or the Boy Scout Troop, or the annual 
dinner-dance, 

Gamzey reports Kaplan’s down-to-earth analysis of 
the Jewish college student of today, and it will be seen 
that this shows enormous progress from the days that you 
went to college: 

“Today, second and third generation Jewish college stu- 
dents talk and think differently. While they may not rush to 
Hillel activities in numbers satisfying their elders, neverthe- 
less they don’t ask the assimilationist questions pressed by 
their parents in another age. ‘Today’s collegians take their 
Jewishness for granted. They accept their Hebraic heritage 
and their kinship to the Jewish people as normally as their 
loyalty to America. They show an ease about their religion, 
and while much still must be done to overcome ignorance 
and indifference even in today’s ‘religious revival,’ the po- 
tential is there for rich Jewish affiliation.” 

The clause, “the potential is there for rich Jewish af- 
filiation,” is the key one. It means that although Hillel 
today is not successful in its central aim, it is in a position 
to serve when the Jew comes to it for that kind of service. 


IF WE STOP HERE, then we are not writing an edi- 
torial but a theme on why Hillel’s religious services are 
not thronged with students. 

For Hillel’s services to be well attended requires the 
same kind of zeal that the B’nai B’rith members show when 
they go out to raise funds to build or buy a Hillel house. 
Are the children and grandchildren of these people at- 
tending services at Hillel? 

We doubt it. 

A freshman at any university is impressed by the ac- 
tivities which are largely attended. If others were crowd- 
ing the Hillel Houses, then the new students would look 
at Hillel in the same way and would find it as natural to 
attend services as Rabbi Kaplan says it is now to claim 
Jewishness. 


It is up to the parents then. Not only B’nai B’rith 


parents, who have made the Hillel foundations possible. 

If you want your sons and daughters to believe in and 
practice Judaism, and to participate in worship services 
then you make this as important to them as earning go 
grades, or dressing well, or being socially acceptable.

Now here are the Women of Valor: 
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Freud versus 
the Tradition

Ernest Jones’ third volume of the biog- 
raphy of Freud reveals that the founder of 
psychoandlysis hesitated to publish his thesis 
on Moses, not because of the protests of Dr. 
A. S. Yahuda and other scholars, nor because 
he would thus be depriving the Jews of their 
greatest personality, but 
rather because he did not 
wish to antagonize the Cath- 
olic church, which he con- 
sidered the only force strong 
enough to resist the Nazis 
in Austria. In England, 
where he tasted again the 
delicious air of political free- 
dom and where the power of 
Catholicism was not so evi- 
Rabbi Weinstein dent, he overcame his in- 
hibitions and published the complete thesis 
of “Moses and Monotheism.” 

DR. JONES makes a noble effort to pro- 
tect his teacher from some of the virulent 
criticisms which came upon him from the de- 
fenders of the tradition, but he does not suc- 
ceed in dispelling the impression that the 
noble Dr. Freud was capable of rank oppor- 
tunism. He did not hesitate to hurt the sen- 
sitivities of believing Jews, his own people, 
of whom he always insisted he was proud; 
but the Catholic church, a formidable power 
—that was different! And when he saw that 
the church also was “a broken reed,” he sent 
the galleys to the printer. 

Freud should have taken better counsel 
from himself. He should have suspected that 
there was something more than the external 
situation that made it so difficult for him to 
decide to publish this thesis. Perhaps these 
unconscious resistances were rooted in a deeper 
wisdom than that which he displays in estab- 
lishing the proposition that the Moses who 
imposed monotheism on the Hebrews was an 
Egyptian, a disciple of Iknahton; that he was 
murdered by the Hebrews who resented his 
lordship; and was succeeded by a humbler 
Midianite priest who took the same name and 
served a volcanic desert god known as Yahveh, 
The Levites who were faithful to the Egyptian 
Moses and the prophets who were the vehicles 
of the repressed material of the slain Moses 
continually fought the tribal Yahvistic cult 
and were responsible for the oases of pure 
monotheism which dotted the otherwise bar- 
ren cultism of the Hebrews,

THIS FANCIFUL theory Freud quarried 
from two sources. One was the interpreta- 
tion by Professor Sellin of an obscure passage 
of Hosea which he tortures into being a hid- 
den confession of the murder of Moses. (Is 
it not strange that Freud never once quotes 
this passage, either in the original or in Sel- 
lin’s reconstruction?) The other source is 
the evidence offered by the working out of 
the compulsive neurotic obsession in the in- 
dividual psyche, in the Oedipus complex; and 
the collective parallel of that pattern in the 
primitive horde, where the sons dispatch the 
father, then use the father symbol as a totem 
and develop their group controls as a by- 
product of the guilt feelings that stem from 
the father-murder. 

The surest antidote to this fascinating 
nonsense is found in the book of Exodus it- 
self. No amount of partisan editing or textual 
corruption can hide the remarkable veracity 
of the historic forces that are here depicted. 
Freedom is born in agonizing pain from the 
intolerable burden of slavery. The inner yoke 
of self-discipline is forged in the tortuous 
labyrinths of wilderness experience and is 
constantly corrupted by the hunger for the 
flesh pots. 

Moses is the human arena in Which these 
forces play. He moulds them and is moulded 
by them. He succeeds not only because he 
is willful and intelligent and brave, but be- 
cause he recalls the slaves to the high tradi- 
tion of the patriarchs. This is the true latency 
of the repressed material. Freud offends the 
very psychological integrity he did so much 
to promote in other fields by insisting that 
the Exodus story is a fabrication and that 
Moses was a frustrated Egyptian prince who 
picked up a stray Semitic tribe in Goshen 
and imposed on them the pure monotheism 
his fellow Egyptians rejected.

Our Spelling 
Still Doesn’‘t 
Get ‘Hehsher’ 


@ Editor, Jewish POST and OPINION: 
I WOULD like to enter a pro- 


test against the growing tendency 
in your publication to mis- 
translate Hebrew words and 
sounds into English spelling. For 
instance the other day I saw a 
caption which contained the word 
“hehsher.” First of all from the 
purely practical point of view it 
is misleading. How is a reader 
with no Hebrew to read it: 
haysher, or hesher, or what? 
What is there to telling him that 
the second h is a clearly guttural 
sound? 

Secondly it is historically in- 
correct as well. The sound in 
question here is that of the He- 
brew khaf which is a fricative 
or aspirated form of kaf ang Is 
a sound more correctly desig- 
nated by the Latin letters ch or 
kh either from a phonetic or an 
historic point of view. There may 
be some reason for translating 
the Hebrew het with an _ h, 
though even this is misleading 
and of dubious practical value, 
but there is certainly no warrant 
for designatiing the khaf by 
an h. 

Even in the case of the het 
the h translation is confusing. 
How can the reader who knows 
no Hebrew distinguish between 
the final syllables of Pesah and 
Torah? Between T’fillah and 
Noah? Phonetically the sounds 
indicated by H in yehi and hayim 
are quite distinct even among 
those Eastern Jewish ethnic 
groups that distinguish between 
khaf and het  (Ashkenazim 
haven’t made the distinction for 
centuries), so why should we 
drown them into one sound and 
add confusion to our translitera- 
tion of Hebrew?

It’s stupid for a person to apply 
the non-Euclidean geometric

principle that parallel lines do 
meet in space; to Euclidean ge- 
ometry which is based upon the 
principle that parallel lines 
never meet in space. The halaha 
is constantly being re-interpreted 
and enlarged. There are and al- 
ways will be changes made to 
fit a changing world. But, never, 
will the fundamentals and pwin- 
ciples of our faith be changed. 


WHO SHALL have the right 
to do the re-interpreting or leg- 
islating? The people who do not 
accept the fundamentals of our 
faith? The people who do not 
believe in the principles upon 
which the halaha is based? 

If my corpus juris is to be 
modified, I will accept changes 
created only by those from with- 
in—those who believe in and 
live according to the principles 
upon whick that Law is predi- 
cated. I refuse to accept the 
right of anyone from without— 
anyone who does not believe or 
live according to the fundamen- 
tals upon which the Law is based 
—to operate upon that corpus 
juris.

Edward Gould is president of 
St. Joseph’s Catholic Hospital 
in Lorain.

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SPRINGFIELD O. (NJP)— 
DESPITE A Jewish community 
that has grown 20 per cent in 
five years, this city’s Jewish 
drives are having difficulty in 
getting off tre ground, and 
kashrut observance is practically 
non-existent. 

An apparent interest in con- 
gregational activities is really not 
essentially religious, the com- 
munity’s only rabbi told The 
POST and OPINION. 

Rabbi N, H. Diamond of the 
South Fountain Avenue Temple, 
said his Reform congregation’s 
seeming new interest in congre- 
gational affairs is hardly more 
than an interest in its $150,000 
new building. 

PARENTS, HE added, don’t 
want Jewish education for them- 
selves, although attendance at 
Sunday school has risen  phe- 
nomenally. 

Attendance at the temple's 
Sunday school has increased 150 
per cent over 1953. Sixty-two 
attended then; 92 do now. 
Eighteen from both congrega- 
tions are in the congregation’s 
Hebrew school, which meets 
once a week. 

As is typical in most smaller 
communities, kashrut observance 
is on a steady wane. Only two 
or three families out of the com- 
munity’s 140 keep kosher now. 
They get their meat from Day- 
ton, 25 miles away, or Colum- 
bus, 44 miles distant. 

The congregation’s new build- 
ing named the Jewish Educa. 
tional Building, was dedicated on 
Nov, 18. Older quarters in an 
older part of the city were aban- 
doned on Nov. 28. The new build- 
ing cost the congregation 


$150 000.

The city’s other congregation, 
Orthodox Bgth-El, has no rabbi.

INTERDATING between Jew- 
ish and non-Jewish teenagers in 
Springfield is high, but little in- 
termarriage results, Rabbi Dia- 
mond said.

Rabbinate in 
Threat to 
EI Al Lines

JERUSALEM (NJP) — Israel’s 
chief rabbinate this week threat- 
ened to withdraw its “hehsher” 
from El Al, unless the airline 
agrees to its demands to conform 
with Orthodox law. 

The rabbinate demands that 
E] Al desist from making take- 
otfs on the Sabbath, that it em- 
ploy a mashgiah (kashrut super- 
visor) on all its flights where 
food is served, and that it make 
its Lydda airport restaurant and 
staff completely kosher. 

The airline agreed to comply 

with the provisions regarding the 
restaurant at Lydda, Israel’s main 
airport. It claimed that regula. 
tions prohibit carrying a mash- 
giah on most of its overseas 
flights, where food is usually 
served. , 
As for Sabbah takeoffs, the air- 
line claims they are made only in 
emergency situations. 
There was considerable furor 
evoked last month when Israel 
publicity about one of El Al's 
record flights to England in a 
new Britannia jet liner mentioned 
the flight originated on the Sab- 
bath. 





Lubavitch Yeshiva 
Marks 60th Year 

NEW YORK (NJP)—The 60th 
anniversary of the founding of 
the first yeshiva in Lubavitch 
and the 18th anniversary of es- 
tablishment of a _ yeshiva in 
America by the late Lubavitcher 
rabbi were commemorated here: 
at the 18th annual dinner of the 
United Lubavitcher Yeshivot in 
the Sheraton Astor Hotel. 





RABBI SAYS JEWS 
FREE IN RUMANIA 
PARIS (NJP)—There is 
full religious freedom in 
Rumania, her chief rabbi told 
the world in a radio broad- 
cast heard here this week 
commemorating the 10th an- 
niversary of the Red regime 
in Rumania. Rabbi Moshe 
Rosen declared that Jewish 
cultural institutions “are de- 
veloping satisfactorily” and 
that Jewish schools and syn- 
agogues get support funds 
from the Rumanian govern- 
ment.

Shell Oil Sells 
Israel Holdings 
For $10 Million 


JERUSALEM (NJP)—SHELL 
OIL COMPANY'S interest in Is- 
rael have finally been purchased 
after months of negotiations, it 
was disclosed this week (NJP, 
Jan. 17). 

Isaac Wolfson, financier, heads 
a British-French syndicate which 
will take over the Shell Com- 
pany of Palestine. Price is be- 
lieved to be about 3.5 million 
British pounds, about $9,800,000. 
This is considerably less than the 
asking price of 5 million pounds, 
which had stymied negotiations 
since Shell announced last fa!l 
it was pulling out of Israel. At 
that time it was charged by many 
Jewish sources that Shell was 
“bowing down” to the Arab boy- 
cott. Shell defended its action 
as an “economic” one. 

The Wolfson group’s purchase 
includes all Shell installations 
and stations, and a depot with 
stock estimated at $2,800,000. A 
report from London indicates the 


purchase does not include the 
Haifa refinery, nor the name 
“Shell.”

WASHINGTON, D. C. (NJP) 
—SEC. DULLES wW®uld handle 
the Suez crisis and the Sinal 
campaign exactly the same way, 
if he had it to do all over again. 
The secretary of state told a

ence this week 
that “it . was, 
in many ways, 
the hardest de- 
cision the 
President. -and 
I ever had to 
make.”

He added: “But I have never

healed, for which I thank God.” 

Dulles noted: “We did sup- 
port the position of those three 
governments (England, France, 
Israel) as to their rights in re- 
lation to the Suez Canal. We 
always took the position that Is- 
raeli ships and cargoes were en- 
titled to go through the Canal,
